Then the 
path leaves the northern coast of Nor 
way, crosses the Arctic Ocean, norpi- 
eastern Siberia, and finally the Aleu- 
tian Islands, ending just south of them, 
where the sun sets half eglipsed. 

Most of the astronomers who ob 
serve the eclipse for scientific pur 
poses will probably go to Norway to 
take advantage of. the extra length of 
totality.

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Waterways of Prairie Provinces| 


Of Great Commercial Importance 


In the’ Early Days of the West 


The waterways of the Prairie pro 
vinces have little commercial import 
ance in the traneportation systems o1 
today. They are, however, points out 
the Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa, rich in the romance 
of history. 
reach the prairies came by’canoe. The 
rapidly expanding fur trade soon cre 
ated activity along the many water 
routes embraced within the limits of 
the province and made famous by two 
centuries of use by canoe, York boat 
and scow. The Assiniboine, Qu’Appetie 
and Sourts; with Manitoba's famous 
Red River, were for long years the 
highways of commerce and discovery 
for the adventurers of New France, 
who came by way of Lake Superior, 
or the traders of the Hudson's Bay 
Company striking in from York Fac- 
tory, both anxious to outdo the other 
in securing the pelts of the prairies or 
gaining a foothold in the valley of the 
Missouri, The mighty Saskatchewan, 
most famous of all, and which gives 
its name to this province, is the out- 
standing river of the prairies of Can- 
ada, Two main branches, the north 
and the south, whith with their tribu- 
taries constitute the entire drainage of 
three hundred miles of the eastern 
slope of the Rocky mountains, unite 
below Prince Albert and enter lake 
Winnipeg. 

For many years the Canadian Pa- 
cific was the only railway of Western 
Canada, and, as It crossed the south- 
ern parts of the prairies, the Saskatch- 
ewan river became the highway for 
the north, Flat-bottomed, stern: 
wheeled river boats plied regularly 
the waters of the main branch from 
Grand Rapids at Lake Winnipeg to 
Prince Albert, Battleford, Fort Pitt 
(now in ruins), and even up to Ha- 
monton, in the adjoining province of 
Al The south branch was also 
oe past the present ‘city of 
Saskatoon, around tire “big bend,” ane 
up to the forks of the Red River, at 
the western boundary of the province, 
and sometimes beyond as far as Medi- 
cine Hat. Like the historic boats ot 
the Mississippi, those of the Saskatch- 
ewan have almost disappeared, as the 
more speedy overlani routes have 
everoached on their territory. The 
Battle, Carrot and Torch rivers are 
tributaries now chiefly used in rafting 
logs to the mills. ; 

Another famous waterway is the 
Churchill river. Colossal fortunes tn 
furs were transported by this route. 
The Athabaska brigades, paddling up 
the Clearwatewsand packing their bur- 
dens across the Methye, or “long” 
portage, followed this, famous route to 
Hudson: Bay, It is a decidedly pictur- 
esque route. Unlike the Saskatch- 
ewan which retains its uniformity 
throughout, the Churchill becomes a 
series of crystal Jakes, nestling among 
hills of granite, dotted with myriads or 
beautiful islands,- and connected by 
short stretches of river proper. These 
usually contain rapids and falls, which 
compel the voyageur to portage his 
canoe, and forbid the passage at ahy 
hazard of power boats, In of 
the meadows and fertile vpley the 
Saskatchewan are found low 
of spruce and tamrack, or wiaell bas 
éf upheaved rocks. partly bare and 
partly wooded with groves of jack- 
pine or clusters of birch. 

Near the Saskatchewan-Manitoba 
boundary, there is an alternative route, 
which the early traders usually tra- 
versed. Leaving the Churchill at Frog 
portage, the way, lay nearly south, fol- 

: lowing a chain of lakes leading to the 

Sturgeenweir river, thence by way of 

Amisk, Namew and Cumberland lakes 

to join the Saskatchewan. This diver- 

sion brought the French ‘traders to 
thelr posts at The Pas, and allowed the 

English to reach tide water at York 

, Factory by way of Hayes river, their 
principal route. 
’ The main tributary of the Churchill 
above Frog portage is the Beaver riv- 
ey, a swif-flowing stream, heading 
near Lac la Biche, and Sowing 
through a valley rich in timber 
and grazing lands. A short distance 
below the portage Reindeer river en- 
ters the Churehill, flowing southerly 
from the great lake whose name it 
bears. 

The far northern waters of Sas- 
katchewan offer the adventurer an in- 
teresting route leading from Reindeer 
lake on the east to Athabaska lake on 
the west by way of Wollaston, Hatch- 
et and Black lakes, Black river and 
Fond du Lac. The Cree river enters 
Black lake from the south, whilé to

Over Ten Million Acres Now Under 
Contract in Saskatchewan. 

A report issued by the Saskatche- 
Wan Wheat Pool under date of Sep- 
tember 24th, shows that 4,978 new 
wheat contracts covering 670,164 acres 
have been signed since June 1ith, 1926, 
bringing the membership of the Wheat 
| Pool to 77,547 and th total acreage un- 
i der contract is now well over’ ten 
million acres. During the same period 
| 1,449 new contracts were signed for 
the Coarse Graln Pool bringing its 
| membership up to 37,052 and the acre- 
age under oats, barley, flax and rye 
to a total of over 2,600,000.
